Coolidge Feels Previous Man- 


agement Did Not Use 


Its Opportunities

Washington — The Federal Farm 


Loan board has begun to function un- 
der its new personnel. This marks 
an important step in the controversy 
which has arisen over government aid 
to agriculture. There have been, and 
still are for that matter, two schools 
of thought—those who .think legisla- 
tion will be needed to bring about or- 
derly marketing of the surplus pro- 
duction and those who believe exist- 
ing law and facilities can take caro 
of the problem. 


"Whether new legislation is needed 


probably will be demonstrated by con- 
gress next December. For the- time 
being President Coolidge, who has felt 
that the previous management of the 
farm loan board did not take advan- 
tage of its opportunities, has put in 
a virtually new personnel. Eugene 
Meyer, Jr., chairman of the "War Fi- 
nance corporation, Ford Harrison and 
George R. Cooksey, have been trans- 
ferred from that corporation, which 
fcas been liquidating anyhow for some- 
time and will now begin a systematic 
operation of the farm loan board as 
its authors originally contemplated. 


FACES HUGE TASK 


Some idea of the magnitude of the 


task of supervision may be obtained 
when it is realized that the Federal 
Farm Loan Board looks after 54 joint 
stock land banks, 12 federal farm land 
banks and 
12 intermediate 
credit 


banks.

The last group of banks is capital- 


ized at a total'of ••$GO,000;000;and Is 
authorized by law to borrow by de- 
bentures a total of $600.000,000. 


When such sums are borrowed from 


the general public, the intermediate 
land banks may in turn lend to state 
or national banks, agricultural cred- 
it corporations and co-operative mar- 
keting associations. Very few of the 
state or national banks have used this 
machinery though it is possible un- 
der the law for them to lend as much 
as 100 per cent on the base price of 
a crop.- Most of-the-loans that have 
been made have been extended to co- 
'operative associations and livestock 
loan associations and their experience 
•with tho system is declared by of- 
•ficlals here to have been satisfactory. 


MAKE MACHINERY EFFICIENT 
Tho purpose of the new step is not 


to create more credit necessarily but 
to apply a more" efficient administra- 
tion to the existing machinery. While 
Mr. Meyer, for instance, is expected 
to give better direction to the Fed- 


\ era! Farm Board, it is insisted on the 


other hand, that the board is merely 
one cog in a very complex system of 
stabilization which is already in ex- 
istence. Some Idea of what tho gov- 
ernment can do is to be found in what 
•was done in handling the cotton sit- 
uation.

Judge Quinlan openly charged that

volved in 57 of the 130 cases scheduled 
for trial as a result of the 10 months 
work of the special grand jury.

torneys sitting before the bench, Judge 
Quinlan stated that the Oconto at- 
torney had been active since Friday in 
securing the affidavits. "If this prac- 
tice is permitted to go on it is the 
most unusual in Wisconsin, one to 
which no reputable lawyer would be a 
party. 


"I am confident that, had there been

At the present time, he 
said, ten Wisconsin counties are class- 
ed as modified accredited counties, 
with less than one-half of one per cent 
of the animals reacting to tuberculin 
at the last complete test.' 


Only two counties in the state, La- 


fayette and Calumet, have not used 
the test, he said. Barren, the first 
county 
to 
undertake eradication 


through tebting, has been completely 
tested three times and less than two 
animals Jn every 1,000 of its cattle 
•were found to react to the last test. 


"The advantages which come to 


Barron-co," he said, and in fact to all 
the other counties entering this work, 
are, first, healthful milk for consump- 
tion on the farms and in the villages 
and for shipment to the distant cities. 
Chicago and Milwaukee, our two great 
milk-consuming1 centers, are now de- 
manding that all the milk shipped to 
them shall come from tested cattle.

chicks, and if she fails to hatch that 
number herself, she trill purchase the 
number she lacks.

Koester's brooder has resulted In the 
loss of a large number of baby chicks 
and white dyo cntery has taken a 
heavy toll. 


Mrs. Koester is positive that her 


chicks inherited the disease as one of 
her male breeders died of it, and she 
scrubs and disinfects the roosts and 
takes every precaution with her old 
birds and baby chciks. She can de- 
tect the disease at once and says there 
is no cure for it except to remove the 
infected birds and the source of the 
infection and to keep the coops and 
brooders clean and disinfected.

COOL1DGE ASKS FOR FLOOD 


CONTROL 


President Coolidge is giving the sub- 


ject of flood control careful thought and 
study. He is convinced it is a problem of 
such magnitude it will require legislative 
action by congress under the best engi- 
neering guidance of the country. To this 
end he has suggested that committees in 
both the house and senate which have 
charge of, flood control legislation com- 
mence an investigation immediately, so 
that they may be prepared to submit rec- 
ommendations to congress when it con- 
venes next December. The president's 
suggestion was immediately acted upon, 
and the committees of the two houses 
will go to the Mississippi valley at once 
to survey the havoc wrought by the flood 
waters and to engage in a preliminary 
study of flood prevention. Thus the gov- 
ernment is addressing itself 
promptly 


and along right lines to this urgent prob- 


lem. 


A few days ago Senator LaFollette was 


demanding a special session of congress 
to look after flood control. When the pres- 
ident decided that a special session \vas 
not required, Mr. LaFollette got huffy 
and lampooned Mr. Coolidge in character-' 
istic fashion. 
What Mr. LaFollette was 


interested in primarily was not flood con- 
trol, but political applause by his con- 
stituents. It was another "chance" to 
deal a popular "sock" at the government. 
These plays to the gallery can be seen for 
what they are by those who have a mind 
to see facts for facts. 
Neither Mr. La- 


Follette's advice nor criticism was need- 
ed to inspire the government at Wash- 
ington to do its duty, and his complaint of 
its refusal to summon congress turns out 
to have been an exhibition of Wisconsin 
pleasantry. Mr. LaFollette's youth may 
account for his lack of judgment, but it 
cannot altogether excuse the spirit of his 
criticism. 


INCREASING THE GAS TAX 


The senate has passed a bill which in- 


creases the gasoline tax in \Visconsin 
from two to four cents a gallon. 
The 


change is recommended provided the au- 
tomobile owner has relief in other direc- 
tions. Either the weight tax should be re- 
duced to a nominal fee or the personal 
property tax should be abolished. 
As 


between the two, the personal prop- 
erty tax should be removed, because 
it is unfair. Many automobiles escape tax- 
ation entirely, with general discrimina- 
tion in the assessment of all. It is even 
more unsound than the usual run of per- 
sonal property taxes, and we should get 
rid of it. On the other hand, a change of 
the licensing law, providing for a flat fee 
of a nominal amount, say five dollars, is 
recommended because it is an easy way to 
make up to the car owner the additional 
tax on his gasoline, and it substitutes a 
simple and economical method of collect- 
ing the tax for the expensive, complicated 
and vast machine which has had to be set 
up to collect the graduated weight tax. 


As between the two, repeal of the per- 


sonal property tax is the fairer and the 
more desirable form of relief to the car 
owner under an increased gas tax. 
The 


higher gas tax is all right because it puts 
the burden of highway expenditures upon 
those who use the roads most, and be- 
cause it shifts a large portion of automo- 
bile taxation to tourists who use Wiscon- 
sin roads throughout the summer, and 
pay nothing for the upkeep of our high- 
ways. In Michigan they are seriously con- 
sidering a bill which provides for the issu- 
ing of a permanent license, the annual 
fees to be made up entirely from a gas 
tax. The legislature should try to work 
out a system of revised automobile taxa- 
tion that is devoid of politics, is equitable 
and rests on sound business principles.

Xow if I am \vronsr-and I challenge any physi- 
ian or health authority to point out the flaw In 
ly belief and teaching about this—if I am wrong: 
t'is perfectly reasonable for the old timers to pub- 
sh such a thine: a this: 


"There is a popular delusion concerning: 


drafts, which it is difficult to dispel even from 
the minds of the intelligent. It is commmonly 
thought that colds following exposure to drafts 
are due solely to that cause. They are merely, 
the predisposing: cause." 
This is a newspaper contribution from the pen 
f H. H. Hines, M. D.. who designates himself, in 
he official 
medical directory, as a surgeon, and 


vho presents himself, in his newspaper contribu- 
ions, as a member of ihe Gonras Memorial Jnsti- 
ute. 
If I am wronsr and drafts really make one more 
iable to catch any disease or develop any illness, 
hen it is not becoming for health authority or a 
ihysician to call the popular fear of drafts a "de- 
us'ion." If a draft can predispose an individual to 
an unidentified illness (whatever Dr. Hines means 
>y "colds") then it behooves intelligent folk to be- 
vare of drafts and it is dangerous and wholly bad 
idvice to tell them the fear of drafts is only a "de- 
usion." 


Let this spokesman for the old timers continue 


with his advice: 


"Colds are bacterial infections of the respira- 


tory tract. A draft is nothing more than air in 
motion and is beneficial, not harmful, if pro- 
perly controlled and provided that the exposed 
are in good physical condition. 
If I am xvrong and the old timers are right, this 
it of advice will seem perfectly sensible and logical 
nough. But somehow it sounds silly to me. 
How do you maneuver or proceed to properly con- 
rol a draft, anyway? 
How do you know whether you are in good phy- 
ical condition? 
"Why, that's simple enough. If you develop what 


Dr. Hines. member" of the Gorgas Memorial Insti- 
ute, surgeon, health authority and author, calls a 
old and even ventures to define as a bacterial in- 
ection of the respiratory tract, you will know (a)

of stimulating the efforts of manage- 
ments and employees of street rail- 
way systems in accident prevention 
and health promotion, the family of 
the late Anthony X. Brady in 1914 
established 
the 
Brady 
Memorial 


Award. After three years the award 
was abandoned, largely due to 
the 


"World War that v:as engrossing all 
interest and activity. Xow it is to be 
revived. 


The American Electric Railway As- 


sociation found that the award was 
so effective in maintaining efficiency 
and safety that it has asked for its 
resumption, and Xicholas F. Brady, 
at the request, of the American Mus- 
eum of Safety, has agreed. . 


The award is merely a medal, or, 


rather a group of three medals, and 
it'may be a matter of surprise that 
it would excite an. impersonal cor- 
poration like a street railway com- 
pany, or stir its individual employees 
who arc altogether personal, to ex- 
ceptional effort to guard the lives and 
health of passengers. However, the 
Museum of Safety and the Electric 
Association in announcing the renew- 
al of the award affirm that it does do 
that very thing.

thoughtless words, facial expressions 
or undue hesitation of a partner. 


There is no law to punish such of- 


fenses against the ethics and eti- 
quetto of the game — it is impossible 
to frame any such law; but tho code 
abounds in-advice upon the subject. It 
calls offenses against etiquette un- 
pardonable, as they are not subject 
to prescribed penalties: and advises 
that those who are-habitual offenders 
against • etiquette bo ostracized from 
reputable Bridge games. The follow- 
ing are excerpts from the 
official 


code: 


"A player should not allow any 


hesitation or mannerism of his part- 
ner to influence his own, declaration 
"or play." "A card should not •bei play- 
ed with emphasis nor in such'man- 
ner as to draw attention to it." 


"No'player should hesitr.'.c unnec- 


essarily." 


The worst offense of all , Is the 


"hesitation bid." By that I mean a

by

player whose 


hand does 
not 
justify 
it, 
bu 


who makes it because his part 
ner's hesitation indicates that the 
partner has passed 
with strength 


Fortunately such practices are rare 
but when they do occur, ostracism is 
the effective and proper punishment.

—His discovery of 
the 


principle of wireless telegraphy, with 
which 
he is 
officially 
credited in 


France, has never brought a sou of 
monetary return to Dr. Edouard Bran- 
ly, French Edison and, professor of 
physics at the Catholic Institute in 
Paris. 


In his primitive laboratory Dr. Bran- 


ly in 1890 succeeded in breaking a bat- 
tery circuit at a distance of 25 yards 
by means' of an electric spark emanat- 
ing from a condenser. Tha£ was the 
fore-runner of practical wireless trans- 
mission. Dr. Branly modestly limits 
his claims to the discovery of a prin- 
ciple." He shares his honors with Ben- 
jamin Franklin, Dalibard, Fedderson 
and Hertz, all of whose discoveries led 
up to Marconi's practical application 
of the principle.

Injuries but treat them seriously. Dr. 
J. C. Elsom, of the University of Wis- 
consin told his listeners In a First 
Aid address over the University sta- 
tion WHA Monday night. 


"The cardinal principle In all first 


aid treatment Is to keep cool your- 
self," Dr. Elsom said, "and by all 
means encourage the patient as much 
as possible under the circumstances. 
Make 
light of 
the Injuries, 
even 


though it Is a serious case, and do 
not distress or alarm him about his 
condition. 
Distressing emotions and 


apprehensions have a depressing ef- 
fect upon the patient and actually re- 
tards his recovery. •» 


"Remember that all accidents, such 


as severe cuts, sprains, fractures, dis- 
locations, and tho like always cause 
the condition which we call shock; 
and this may sometimes be serious. 


"Shock Is a lowering of the vitality 


of the nervous system, from a great 
many causes. The heart action be- 
comes very weak, tho patient is chilly 
and faint, he Is pale, and perhaps has 
a cold, clammy perspiration. 
Always 


treat this condition by laying the pa- 
tient down, with his head low, wrap 
him up warmly and give hot drinks 
a<» stimulants. Sometimes the condi- 
tion of shock lasts for a considerable 
time. 


"The danger from almost any cut 


or abrasion of the'skin is what we call 
infection, which means the entrance 
of dangerous germs, or bacteria. Con- 
sequently even the smallest injury 
to the skin should be attended to. 
Certain substances, which act as- de- 
stroyers of these germs, or germicides, 
are very useful. Tho dirt and grease 
should be cleansed from the wound, 
and for this purpose gasoline acts ve- 
ry well. It dissolves the grease, and 
at the same time is Itself sterile; that 
Is, It has no dangerous germs in it. 
Turpentine Is good also. 


"Sprains are much benefltted by 


heat At first, there should be the ap- 
plication of hot water, or other forms 
of heat, then a firm bandage, and the 
part kept at rest. However, mild ex- 
ercise and movements to a sprained 
Joint should be begun very early, to 
prevent stiffness and adhesions which 
sometimes form in bad sprains. Any 
exercise which the 
patient can do 


without considerable pam should be 
taken. Massage, or rubbing of the 
sprained part may~well be done, af- 
ter the acute symptoms have sub- 
sided. 
, 


"Bleeding may generally be con- 


trolled by firm pressure. If an artery 
Js cut, and there is a spurting of 
blood, it is necessary to put on a 
tourniquet above the wound. A tour- 
niquet is a constricting band of some 
sort. Sometimes a handkerchief may 
be used, or a nfecktie. or belt. It is 
first tied rather loosely, then twisted 
with a small stick, so as to shut off 
the circulation of the bleeding artery. 
The tourniquet ought not be left on 
very long; it is a temporary emergen- 
cy treatment, and perhaps will suf- 
fice until the patient may be gotten 


. to a doctor, or a hospital. Bleeding 
may usually be stopped by applying a 
piece of sterile gauze directly over 
the wound, and then putting on a 
firm bandage. 
The natural clotting 


of the blood is nature's method of ar- 
resting: hemorrhage.

Losses from 461 lightning fires in 


3914 totaled $606.920. it is reported by 
the "Wisconsin Fire Marshal. 
The 


1923 
reports showed 173 such fires 


with a total loss of $2.264.060. The 
number of lightning fires decreased 
gradually after 1914 owing to a more 
general installation of lightning rods 
but .the losses have increased, never- 
theless.

India has for centuries had an econ- 


omic Itch. H Is th c nature of a 
scourge of dreadful malady 
affecting 


the masses of S30.000.000. "Teeming 
millions" is all you can think off 
in 


this great land as you sec them as ants 
In the cities and their POO.OOO villages. 
Their condition is due to their religion. 
Thoro is no mistake about that, hard 
as that is to siy. When halt of the 
people live on 2 cents, a day and have 
only one meal at that and lie do\\n on 
dirt floors and Mdcwalks in the middle 
of tho walk and sleep there all night 
as many of them do. you discover their 
cconom'ic captivity without fail. There 
are ten milliion beggars and they drag 
down many other millions into the 
slough of a low idealism. Milllions go 
to their reclining places hungry and 
largely destitute of 
clothing 
which 


however :s not necessary in the ben- 
evolent cl.mate. Starvation takes more 
than a million every yea;- so the ex- 
perts say, and millions die of under 
nourishment. There is not food enough 
to go round. There is a reason. 


The country is fairly large for the 


populace, containing 1.S17.000 square 
miles about half the size of the United 
States and Alaska. The area, 
has 


1.162,910.000 acres. Of this land only 
254,000,000 acres are cultivated. Food 
grains cover 197.000,00 acres, 
sugar 


cane 3,045,000 acres, cotton 13.352,000 
acres. Enter the Hindu's religion! It 
Is the astounding veneration for the 
•whole animal kingdom majoring in the 
sacred cow and the bull. Can you im- 
agine 260,000.000 millions horned cattle 
roving mostly in the small cultivated 
area ^73 for every 100 people and

Cut that 
In two to be exceedingly safe and the 
annual food consumption of horned 
cattle is ?2,250,000,000 more than the 
budget of the empire. In America we 
would slaughter half of these animals 
but the Hindu religion forbids killing 
of animals.

.Start dealing with this problem there 
•would be riots even-where. In Kan- 
goon the crows were so superfluous 
that the government put a. bonus on 
eggs and the boys torought in 100,000 
which helped some. 


STOCK IS EXPENSIVE 


India pags staggering price for ani- 


The board of Agricul- 
ture says there are 146,000,000 bovine 
cattle producing all over the land a 
"bovine content." There are 65 cattle 
for every 100 acres of cultivated area, 
and 61 for every 100 people, 1 ox for 
every 5 acres or 42.400,000 oxen. It 
takes 5376.000,000 just to keep up the 
cows and the mass are boarders which 
term the farmer knows only too well.

year. The estimates are conservative 
The Hmdue religion believes in trans- 
migration of soul* from lower to high- 
er forms.

Thousands arc bought and set free to 
rove about for food and no ono abuses 
them. They are dedicated by priests 
never to be slaughtered.

when they reach old age and cannot 
walk about any more in the cities and 
towns.

Every straw on the street is 
gobbled up. 


COWS AND RELIGION 


We w ere in the Cow temple at Be- 


r.srcs. Here these contended cows j 
walked right up to the altars of the 
anous gods and ate the wreaths of 
flowers placed their by devout wor- 
shippers. All high ceremonies of the 
Hindus have the fne products of the 
cow and these must sometime be par- 
taken oft by the followers of this cult 
at some stage of their progress. The 
products are milk, curd, clarified but- 
ter, dung and urine. 


>Tor has the w hole story of economic 


waste been told when these animals 
are mentioned. You must add the large 
army of camels in the Punjab region. 
there are the large flocks of vultures 
of which fifteen can be seen even in 
city parks, there are kites, hawks by 
the thousand, squirrels, rats, sparrows, 
grinning monkeys and 
the 
vast 


army of dogs most of them diseased— 
all clamoring to live. Every where 
there are hungry mouths from man to 
animal 
"toiling for leave to live" 


struggling, wandering about lolling on 
street corners talking 
little laugh- 


ing less and clouded with a hectic pes- 
simism that Is depressing and dis- 
concerting. 


There are other reasons for this 


economic condition all harking back to 
some traditional or religious belief or 
action. Priests are extortinate m their 
demands, money lenders charge farm- 
ers 20 per cent interest, one father 
supports his whole family and then a.

In the land areas 52 per cent of the 


•otal is held by proprietors and rural 
India is terribly in debt. Illiteracy is 
great and Great Britain has not crowd- 
ed any educational program so that 
300,000 villages have no 
primary 


schools. Fifty per cent of the idleness 
is enforced. Ghandi is going around 
r.o\v with spinning wheels and knitting 
himself trying to teach the Indians 
the absolute need of activitiy. Add to 
that high taxes and then the 
strife 


among Hindus and Mohammedans 
which tends to great waste and you 
have a mcloncholy picture. 


Because India's population is illiter- 


ate to at least 95% and more, it is 
very patent that wages should be low. 
AVe saw men carrying earth in bas- 
kets for railroad embankments get- 
ting S annas a day or 16 cents. "We 
saw women in jute mills getting 
5 


annas a day and their children 1 an- 
na a day or a trifle over 2 cents. "\Ve 
interviewed a fireman on the railroad 
and he gets SO rupees a month about 
$26 and the engine driver $70 a month 
and most of these are Anglo-Indians 
by birth. "We saw 11 men looking aft- 
er the locomotive at the terminal when 
it had to tank up on water and be 
oiled. The engineer and fireman sat 
still and did nothing. 


In the homes there are five or six 


servants. Xo one moves without some 
servant being on the trail. Cooks get 
five and six dollars a month. You will 
readily understand why there 
are 


four classes pn railroads, first second 
intermediate and third. "We rode 755 
miles from Lahore to Karachi in third 
class for 53.45 -which is less than a. half 
s. cent a mile. It was an Interesting 
experience. First class cost eight times 
that amount and we get there first be-

About six years ago the livestock

under the care of the defendants, the 
latter to pay for the care of the stock 
and to divide the increase in the herd 
according to a. contract agreed upon- 


After several years had elapsed, the 


farmers, upon having the cattle test- 
ed, allege that the herd was found to 
be tubercular, and that as a result 
the largest part of the herd had to be 
killed.
